an old copy book written wbeu be was 
but 14 years old, by tbe man for whom 
tb« oity WM named. Moot Interaatlag 
of all the inonioranda set down ram 
fully in the boyish huiulwriting art 
«bat George Washlnston quaintly 
called "Rulee of CivlUty and Decent 
Behavior In Company and Converaa- 
tlon." And one of tliesu rules le, "Be 
not forward, but friendly and oour- 
tooiw: the Unit to aalute. bear and 
answer, and be not pensive wben It Is 
time to converse." 

If as a boy he studied such maxims, 
do teu wonder that Washington was 
all bis lite noted for bis flne manners? 
The rules of roiitii sy were thought to 
be a very iiiiportaul part of a gentle 
man's education In the eighteenth cen 
tttry. A man was coosldered Ignorant 
•ad iUbrod it in bis intercourse wftb 
tbe world he omitted certain little acts 
of polltness. What gentleman of the 
old school ever permitted himself to 
remain seated wben ladles were stand- 
Ing-or to smoke In tbeir presence with 
out first uHkIng pt.i mlHsion? 

When they were Invited out, our 
ancestors were brought up to believe 
that due respect to the host and host- 
ess deniaiiUed that each guest make 
himself as agreuable as possible; 
benoo the quaint maxim copied out 
■• carefully by the young George 
Washington: "Be not pensive when it 
Is time to converse." The man of the 
present day too often takes the at 
tltude that be Is oonferrlBg a favor 
br aeooi^g an invltatioB; gad ez< 
pects to be amused and entertained 
without uoutrlbuting anything. 

Old fashioned courtesy taught that 
deference must at all times be paid 
to age. A hundred years ago little 
boya and girls were told the "mind 
their manners" if perbai's the "do- 
jnlalo" or the schoolmaster or any 
one of position or authority spoke to 
them; and tbe small lads would bow 

deoply and the Imy iiialils would 
most respttcttuUy. 8uc^ airs 
graces, pretty though they were, 
woald be out of place In our more 
strenuous times. Yet there Is no rca- 
.son why our yoiiiiK peoplcB iiiannerti 
should not be as good, if of necessity 
leas formaV than tftose of oor^tnceu- 
tors. 

If children are taught to be defer- 
ential to their eidera, to be polite and 
generous to their playfellows, and are 
taiatrueted la all tbo mbaU ooartsies 
I of the table and drawing room pre- 
scribed by eltquette, they will have 
been nwfu a lnTitaKc by their parents 
that will be of Inestimable value in 
after Uf*. For a thorongta aeouaint-

The tourist generally enters Pales- 
tine by the open port of Jaffa and toea 
up to Jenisaiem.i))LJtn> single narrow 
gauge railway which connects these 
two places. He crosHi ^i the I'luln of 
Sbaron, and then the train alowly 
oUmbo the mountains of Judea to Je- 
lusnli'iii. In spring, the Plain of Sha- 
ron lu green with due wheat fields 
Studded with gorgeous red anemones, 
•ad they give the impression of a land 
or fortuity. This, howerer, la mwb lost 
attiT ilic traveler lias been in the 
mountain country for a time. Unless 
ho is a close observer and somewhat 
fanllar with oondltlons la semi-arid 
regions, his question would probably 
bi-: "VVht-re ia tlie land flowing with 
milk and honey?" To really under- 
stand the agricultural possibilities of 
Palestine one must remain some time 
in the country and study the conditions 
that hero obtain. 

The country is decidedly unique In 
its physical formation. The deep de- 
pression or geological fault known ns 
the Jordbn Valley, formeii in prehis- 
toric times by volcanic notion, divides 
lU throughout iU entire length. The 
formation Is of various grades of Ume- 
Btone or Xubiau sandBtonc. In the 
mountain region of weuturu Palestine 
the soil is thin except in the valleys 
where is has aocumulatod from the 
washing down 6f the mountain sides. 

In niuiiy |ila( t s Ilif old ti'i rHrcs, owIuk 
to centuries o( neglect, have broKeu 
down, and to this Is due the great Iom 
of soil from the mountain slopes. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
soli is in ninny places thin. In inuBt 
oases the limestone rock below Is full 
of large erevtces and pockets, wbeire 
the roots of trees And coiiFiderablr 
rich, nioiit mold. Tim soil Is of a 
clayey mixture mixed with dlslnif- 
grated limestone and has a wonder, 
fal adaption for holding moisture, 
Wblch fact Is fully denionstrated hy ' 
tbe raising of summer croim, wliich 
irtil be referred to later on. 

The next characteristic which gives 
Palestine great advantages, especially 



III frlut raising. Is the very consider- 
able differenees In altitude foond In so 
small a tenitory. The country lies 
b«twe«n north latitude SO degrees and 
3 \ dogri'i's: tliat Is to sny, the latitude 
of Jerusalem Is about the same as Sa- 
vannah, Oa., or Ban Dtego^ Cal. The 
variation of altitude, and consequent- 
ly of eliinato, ranges from sea-level 
to 2,6(M) foot abovo at Jerusali'in, and 
falling to 1,300 feet below sea-level 
at the shores of the Dead sea. 

Thp country around Jaffa la well 
adnptrd to the growing of excellent 
urangps, dates, grape* and a number 
of other fruits, as well as oereals, le- 
gumes, ete. TMs seetiba Is anderlalB 
by an apparently Inexhaustible arte- 
sian underflow, which Is t>elng util- 
ised for tlM IrrlfMloB ti orange 
groveik 

The Plain of Sharon strotohot back 

from tlio soa for about flflStB miles 
to tile footbiila, where tlM elevation 
is from 600 to COO feet Ob this plain 
may be grown line crops of wheat, 
barley, oats and other -cereals. As to 
fruit, the fig. olive almost and apricot 
thrive wonderfully. These same cere- 
als and fmlts are grown on the higher 
elevations, but mature later In tke 
season. The fruit and vegetable mar- 
ket of Jerusalem is, therefore, much 
prolonged, beginning early In the sea- 
son and continuing late. 

I,ast, but far from least to be con- 
sidered in the agricultural possibili- 
ties of this land, Is the wonderful Jor- 
dan Valley. This tooaUty, though at 
present praotloally uncultivated, will 
no doubt some day become a niosl 
prominent factor in the development 
of the comtrjr. It stretches from the 
Dead sea northward, a distance of 
sixty- five miles, to the Lake of Oalilee. 

(iuing out from Iliis latter lake, tlie 
river Jordan, with a fall of 600 feet 
In sixtyflve miles, traverseB tlio entlr* 
length of the valley and empties Into 
the Dead sea 6,000,000 tons of sweet 
water dally. This valley has been 
likened to a tropical oasis sunk In 
the midst of a tomporate ellmate. Tha 
altitude, or rnther depression, at tlM 
LHi<e of (iailler Is fiS'i feet below sea* 
U\el, gradually falling off to about 
1,300 feet at the shores of the Dead 
soa. Hence, we have a natural reser- 
voir of beautiful fresh water fourteen 
miles long by eight broad, its great- 
est depth being 200 feet, with a dally 
supply of 6,000,000 tnos of water, sit- 
uated at the head of 200,000 acres of 



deep, rich alluvial soil seated in semi- 
tropical climate. 

It Is said by experts that the ir- 
rigation of this valley by canals lead- 
ing along the foothills Is (julti' feas- 
ible, and would turn the section into 
a veritable paradise. Hero, owing to 
the great heat, everything grows with 
surprising rapidity, to aa-enemious 
size. Lucerne or alfalfa, under Irri- 
gation, produces ten crops a year. 
Bananas, oranges, sugar-cane, cotton 
and all the frnlts of a seml-trplcal cli- 
mate can be raised. The cotton la per- 
ennial In growth and of a long, nne 
liber. Pino wheat and barley are also 
prodnoed. The growtag eeasoa Is pro- 
longed thronghout the whole year 
I'be climate, though very hot during 
the summer moatkl, to BMWt iMIght- 
fnl in winter. 

■ast of the Jordan Valley the hills 
rise again to a height somewhat 
greater than the western ridge. Kast- 
ern Palestine is a great plateau, well 
watered and fertile throughout Its 
length. This Is an admirable wheat 
crowing diHirlcf, where as fine wheat 
fields may be seen as exist anywhere 
in the world. 

This section has very tow towns, as 
most of the Inhabitants are nomadic 
Bedouins. 1Ilier/> n small number of 
Circassians have eaublished them- 
selvee and built villages. They are 
tar more energetic than the Bedouins 
and cultivate the ground In such a 
way as to get abundant crops. 

Then there is the Beer Sheba dis- 
trict of southern Palestine, celebrated 
for Its fine wheat and barley, which, 
in a good season, yields today, j\i8t as 
in nible times, a hundredfold. This 
region Is also Inhabited by Bedouins 
and sgrlenlture Is carried on by the 
I rudest methods It ti\si> lias an ar- 
tesian underflow which can bo utilised 
fOr Irrigation. Water Is found at a 
depth of from forty to fifty feet. Much 
more might be said of certain other 
l( callitrs, such as the rich prehis- 
toric Plain of Bsdraelon and the 
Valley of Dothan, whleh, aa4«r propor 
oultlvation. yield as fine crops as the 
b«-8t land In the I'nlted States. But 
this Is self evident to the casual ob- 
server. What needs especial exem- 
pllfleatlon, though well understood by 
the student of agriculture, la how the 
the now barren, rocky hills can be 
transformed Into productive iTvIt or- 
charda 

As has been mentioned, Palestine Is 



distinctly a limestone country, and 
the very stones which the passer-by 
thinks are the curse of the land are 
Its salvation. In civilised countries It 
is the practice to feitllize nil (iilti- 
vated land and were this precaution 
neglected for a considerable length 
of time It would cease to yield profit- 
able orops. This country, on the oth- 
er tianil, lias been farmed for thou- 
sands of yeara absolutely without (er- 
tiliaation. Furthermore, the cattle 
manure Is carefully collected from 
the Holds, dried and used for fuel, so 
that the laud la robbed of what little 
it might get fsipn that material. What 
saves it Is the oontlnual disintegration 
of tlio limestone giving the soil that 
l»oii<>rty that enables it to make use 
of the nitrogen in the air. The nitro- 
gen gathering bacteria are present In 
every looallty. Moroortr, the porous 
rocks underground seem to hold the 
moisture throughout the summer, so 
that it may be gradually utilised by 
tree roota and summer plants during 
the long dry season. 

Where In the I'liiied States or Eu- 
I ope could a crop of beaui. peas, vege- 
table-marrow, waterowlons of cucum- 
bers be raised absolutely without rain 
or Irrigation? But It Is constantly 
done here. When the fellah wishes 
to plant a summer crop be lets his 
lend lie tallow during the rainy tea- 
son, and when he is reasonably sure 
the rain is finished (because the best 
result Is obtained without any rain 
at all), ho scratches the ground a 
few Inohos deep with his ervdo plow, 
hi:ch as Abraham might have used, 
|iui8 in the seed, cultivates occasion- 
ally to keep down the woeda, and bto 
crop is Insured, 

In some looslftlos, as Bethlehem, 

'iiie dlU'' i;r()\i s exist, and oti land no 
better urigluully than thousands of 
arroo at present lying waste and to all 
appearances worthless. There Is 
hardly a rocky bill any where In the 
country tluit would not offer good fa- 
cilities for the thriving of these 
unique and exeeedingly profitable 
trees. But one asks: If thia Is the 
case, why are not these hillsides 
everywhere green with the olive? For 
tbe simple reason that such a ruinous 
system of taxation has existod for so 
long that not only has the poor peas- 
ant been robbed of all ambition to 
plant, but is only too glad to cut 
down these venerable trees and seel 
the wood for fuel rather than pay a

The almond is another tree that 
thrives on rocky soil, and bad Pales- 
tine a proper government, so that 
tiee planting would bo onoouragod, no 
doubt large almond groves would 
spring Into being, ns ttils favorite nut 
Is always in demand and not being of a 
perishable naturt, to OMrtlr handled 
and exported. 

Tbe flg tree probably adapts Itself 
to rocky places better than any other 
These may sometimes be seen growing 
upside-down from the roof of a eavo. 
All fruits are, at present, of common, 
unimproved varlltiea. Tbe idea is very 
(i< ()t>-rooted among the natives that 
any endeavor to Improve tbe methods 
of their tOrofathora would bo the 
greatest arrogance. And for this rea- 
son everything has retrograded rath- 
er than improved. "Abraham did it 
this way— Ood forbid that wo sliould 
be better than our nither Abraham." 
liowe\er, when the grafting of better 
varieties is practiced the results are 
most satisfactory. 

The matter of rainfall of this coun- 
try is of especial Interest, because dur- 
ing the last slrty years that the rec- 
ord has been kept at Jerusalem by the 
Palestine Bxploratlen Fund, thoro has 
been a steady increase up to the pre- 
sent time from a yearly average of 
twenty-two inches to twenty-eight 
Inches. The rain generally falls dur- 
ing the six months from Norembor 
to April. The remaining al.t months 
are rainleas. There are the "former 
rains" and the "tottor rains." The 
'former ralni" aro very heavy and 
with storms, and come during Decem- 

b( r. .January and Feliruary. Th*- "lat- 
ter rains" are of a more showery char- 
a( ter and are neoosaary to mature tbe 
crops wbloh have started with tho 
lormer rains." The native begin plow- 
ing as soon as the first rains have 
sufficiently moistened the soil. 

What would strike the western 
reader as rather out of tho ordinary 
Is that the grape crop, which Is prob- 
ably the most abuiulant of all the 
fruits and which Includes numerous 
delicious Tarlotleo, is matured entire- 
ly without rain or irrigation: in fact, 
the leaves do not appear before the 
dry season has set in. What Is true of 
the grapes may also be said of all 
the summer fruits. Including water- 
melons. 

All this goes to show the peculiar 
i>roperty of soil and rock combination 
which to a great measure stores up 
tills ample rainfall that It may be 
utilizi'd by plants during the suminer. 

Lucerne, grown without irrigation in 
the valleys, produces tkroo erepa a 
year and does not suffer seriously, if 
at all, in living through the long dry 
season, as the roots penetrate the ore- 
vices of tbe underlying rooks and 
And moisture. One year It toll beneath 
the writer's notice that the dry sea- 
son lasted eight months, that is, this 
time elapsed before sufficient rain fell 
to moisten the groui\4 to n depth 
of thro* InetaM. but this hardy plant 
was not in the least Injured. 

Around Jaffa and Haifa some few 
thrifty German colonies have been es- 
tablished and modem farm machin- 
ery is used with very Aqo rooults. 

Furthermore, tliore are In various lo- 
caltttea ttiroughoul the country thriv- 
ing agricultural colonies under tha di- 
rection of the Jews. Tbaio were 
started on funds donated by Baroa 
Rdniunif Rothschild and othar pfettW' 
thropio Jews of Eiuropa. 

Paleatlno la aasantlglly an •grieul- 
tural country, as it has absolutely no 
other resources, and in past times 
supported a larso population. But It 
should be understood that to restore it 
to ita feronr proaperlty would require 
oonslderable capital and a nMBul 
form of government. 

Though tbe Israelites eame out of 
the very prodWttra land of Sgypt, 
their deiMHMtHbn was dosertbed as a 
land flowing with mllk and hooey. This 
statement Is most Interesting In the 
light of fHCta concerning the produc- 
tion of honey hero. It Is well known 
to botanists that Palestine Is the moot- 
ing place of the flora of three differ- 
ent continents, and this clroumstance 
combined with tkt vnrtad altitudes 
produoos a goMNlHi Mat laverabto 
to bee cuituro.

DABDAHKLLES AVD WHEAT. 



(New York Journal of Commerce.) 

For many months tho alUoo have 
been hammering away at the Dardan- 
elles forts with limited success. What 
effect the capture of the Dardanelles 
might have on tho quoatlon of peace 
can oly bo oon|eetnrod. Russian wheat 
has been bottled op for a full year, 
and not only would this bo released 
for the markets of Europe, but the sur- 
plus of her coming crop would atoo 
be available. This would bo a serious 
blow to .\merlcan farmers, who have 
raised a record crop, with the idea 
that it can be sold as readily as that 
of last year. Tho United Btates has 
300,000,000 bushels of wheat available 
for export, which would mean more 
than that in dollars.
